X0EHIPILLI DANCE GROUP 



Xochipilli (So-chee-pee-lee) is a 
group of young people dedicated 
to the preservation and perform¬ 
ance of Mexican folkloric culture 
through the medium of dance. 

Formed five years ago under 
the directorship of Rick Mendoza, 
the group started as all things in 
life—without want, without feel¬ 
ing, but full of youthful spirit. 
Students from various universities, 
colleges, high schools, and junior 
high schools in the Santa Clara 
Valley came together to revive 
what is left of our folkloric past 
here in the United States. In those 
five years, with the assistance of 
Frank Frausto, who acts as Busi¬ 
ness Manager, the group has 
grown and matured, performing 
extensively throughout the Bay 
Area. 

Xochcipilli meets three limes a 
week for practice at San Antonio 
Elementary School, Wednesday 
and Thursday evenings from 
7:00-9:00 and Saturday mornings 
from 9:30-12:00, in addition to 
performing at various events on 
weekends. Such events include 
performing at schools, colleges, 
churches, senior citizen centers, 
weddings, fairs, and city events 
2 such as Tapestry in Talent. Also, 


beginning classes are held on 
Tuesdays from 7:00-9:00 at San 
Antonio Elementary for those per¬ 
sons 15 years and up who are in¬ 
terested in learning Merican folk 
dance. 

As a non-profit organization, 
Xochipilli’s monies raised through 
performances, fund-raisers, and 
donations aro not distributed to its 
members but instead collected in 
the treasury for the purchase of 
costumes and props, paying mu¬ 
sicians, and other costs. In addi¬ 
tion to these costs, it has been pos¬ 
sible for half of the members to 
go to Guadalajara, Jalisco and the 
other half to go to Merida, Yuca¬ 
tan to learn dancing from well- 
known teachers of those regions. 

This year Xochipilli will re¬ 
ceive city funds to implement its 
“master program” in which mas¬ 
ter teachers from Mexico will be 
brought to San Jose to teach the 
group authentic dances from vari¬ 
ous regions of Mexico. The group 
will thus learn directly from the 
teachers and not second-hand 
from someone who goes to learn 
and brings back the dances to 
teach here. 

On Saturday and Sunday, Oc¬ 
tober 11 and 12, Xochipilli will 









present its first two-hour program 
at Montgomery Theater in a sa¬ 
lute to various states of Mexico 
including Yucatan, San Luis Po¬ 
tosí, El Norte, Veracruz, Chiapas, 
and Jalisco.

STILL WHISPER 

ABOUT HISPANICS 

by ARMANDO RODRIGUEZ 

The doctor aimed his flashlight 
into my ears the other day and 
reassured me that there’s absolute¬ 
ly nothing wrong with my audi- 
tory system. So why, I ask. do 
those little voices persist? 

They occur mostly when I'm 
traveling. Over the past few 
months. I’ve heard them in San 
Diego, in Denver, in Phoenix, in 
Chicago, in half a dozen other 
cities. 

Sometimes they affect a throaty 
baritone; other times, they come 
through in melodious soprano. 

But they always say the same 
thing: 

We’d really like to hire more 
Hispanics, but our requirements 
are somewhat specialized. Frank¬ 
ly, we just can’t find enoug His¬ 
panic candidates to fill the kinds 
of openings we have. 

I experienced a remarkably 
similar hearing irregularity 10 or 
20 years ago. Then the little voices 
were more metallic, more direct: 

We can’t find any qualified 
Mexican Americans. 

Or Puerto Ricans, or Latinos, 
depending on where I was visit¬ 
ing. 


In 89.99 percent of the cases 
then, I didn’t believe what I w r as 
hearing. 

In 99.99 percent of the cases 
now, I don’t believe what I hear. 

And I am prepared to bite the 
bullet. 

I challenge any employer to 
provide me with details on posi¬ 
tions for wdiich he or she can’t 
find a qualified Hispanic. 

I will locate not one, but more 
than one. That’s my offer. 

We are here. We number be¬ 
tween 12 and 20 million. In spite 
of the barriers which w r e have had 
to hurdle over the years, we have 
worked and edged our w'ay into 
every field and profession. We are 
engineers, doctors, actors, athletes, 
bankers, brokers. 

In California alone, there are 
now more than 150,000 of us at¬ 
tending degree-granting colleges. 

But while 17 percent of the men 
and women in the national 
civilian labor force are employed 
in professional and technical 
worker positions, only 8 percent of 
the country’s Hispanics enjoy 
such prestigious, challenging and 
w r ell-paying jobs. 

We have a well-documented 
habit of migrating to those regions 
where job opportunities are great¬ 
est. Sevven of the nation’s eight 
states with the greatest growth 
rate in non-agricultural employ¬ 
ment over the past 30 years have 
large and growdng Hispanic popu¬ 
lations: Nevada, Arizona, Florida, 
New' Mexico, Colorado, California 
and Texas. 

We even, at last, have an astro¬ 
naut in training. 

Yet the national Hispanic un¬ 
employment rate in May was 9.8 
percent and climbing ,in contrast 
to 6.2 percent for Anglo-Ameri¬ 
cans. 11 



















The problem today isn’t educa¬ 
tion, location, lack of mobility, or 
language. It’s access. 

By affirmative action or any 
other means, qualified Hispanics 
aren’t connecting up with willing 
employers. We’re unemployed 
and underemployed. 

A year ago, a Milwaukee man¬ 
agement firm surveyed 3,000 
corporate officials—mostly white 
males—and asked them who they 
felt had the best chance to prog¬ 
ress under their affirmative action 
programs in the next five years. 

Fifty-one percent said women; 
21 percent said blacks, 10 percent 
said Vietnam veterans, 10 percent 
said the handicapped, and 8 per¬ 
cent said Hispanics. 

It’s a reflection of the odds His¬ 
panics face in their effort to gain 
an equal economic footing in this 
nation. 

You’ve heard my offer. 



Just don’t ask me for a Hispanic 
nuclear scientist who’ll work for 
$3.95 an hour. If you can’t recruit 
a non-Hispanic at the wage you’re 
offering, you’re probably not of¬ 
fering a competitive wage. 

I recognize that many of the 
voices I hear are sincere voices. 

All I ask is the chance to dem¬ 
onstrate that the lyric they chorus 
is, at best, outdated.

STUDENTS’ SELF 
DEVELOPMENT 

“I want people to have the cour¬ 
age to try things they’ve always 
wanted; to make some of their 
dreams come true,” says Rachel 
Barajas, a counselor at the San 
Jose Job Corps Center’s eastside 
facility. 

That kind of motivating, she 
said, is what Job Corps does by 
providing an environment that en¬ 
ables young adults—mainly local 
Chícanos —to ‘.‘grow as indivi¬ 
duals.” 

She termed Job Corps a first 
step, a place where students who 
previously were “cruising through 
life” learn what can be accomp¬ 
lished by “committing themselves 
to something.” 

“The most encouraging thing to 
me,” explained the Job Corps 
counselor, “is to see someone who 
comes in thinking they will never 
accomplish anything and will al¬ 
ways have at mediocre life, and 
then see them leave with a smile 
and a feeling that they can make 
a difference in their life.” 

A 1976 graduate of the Univer¬ 
sity of Santa Clara with a degree 


in psychology, Me. Barajas came 
to Job Corps a few months after 
leaving college. She first worked 
as a resident advisor in one of the 
program’s downtown dormitories, 
and in 1978 was prompted to her 
current counseling position. 

Prior to coming to Job Corps 
she worked at various places, in¬ 
cluding in the retail field, in a 
legal office, and in electronics, but 
never felt satisfied. Now she says, 
“I love my work,” which she 
termed “fast, varied, and com¬ 
plex.” 

As a counselor she said she sees 
herself as a friend to the students, 
which she defined as a person who 
is honest with them, questions and 
confronts them if necessary, and 
trys to make them “be aware and 
think” about their actions, but at 
the same time always supports 
them as a “person.” 

A lifelong San Jose resident, 
Ms. Barajas grew up only a few 
blocks from where she now works. 
She has a sister in San Francisco, 
a brother who is with the Census 
Bureau in San Jose. Her father, 
Ramon, is a roofer, and her 
mother, Beatrice, recently became 
a medical assistant. 

“I used to go home form Job 
Corps and tell my mom stories 
about the students and their ac¬ 
complishments,” she said. “It 
made her aware of what she might 
be able to do.” As a result she 
found a local training program 
suited to he needs, Operation SER, 
and there she earned her high 
school equivalency diploma and 
then completed difficult training 
as a medical assistant. 

Now the counselor can use her 
mother as an example when she 
tells students, “Nobody is ever a 
failure; some people just arent 
ready yet.”
